Omaha University’s best bas- 
ketball effort of the season fell 
one point short Saturday night 
as the Indians dropped a 66-65 
decision to defending Central In- 
tercollegiate Conference cham- 
pion Pittsburg State. 


The Indians, down five points 
with a minute to play, saw vic- 
tory hopes die with only a few 
seconds remaining. 


Pittsburg was content to hold 
onto the ball with a one point 
lead after Roger Brown's tip in 
with 12 seconds left to play. 

The Indians led only once al- 
though they were in contention 
throughout the contest. 

Wendell Wiskell hit 18 points 
for the Tribe. 

St. Benedict’s thumped the 
Omahans 62-47 Tuesday. Don 
Listar, 6-6 center and a second 
team all-conference selection last 
year, led the Ravens with 17 
points. 

Larry Dostal, in his first var- 
sity appearance, dumped in 15 
points to lead the losing Indian 
attack. 

Wendell Wiksell, who had net- 
ted a total of 45 points in the 
two previous contests against 
Creighton and Pittsburg, did not 
see action against the Ravens. 

St. Benedict’s got off to an 
early 6-1 lead and were never 
headed. The Indians came with- 
in two points of the Kansans in 
the second half but were unable 
to take the lead. 

The Indians take on Hastings 
College Saturday, January 21, 
and then meet four CIC oppo- 
nents in a row. 

Emporia State, who dropped 
the Indians 88-58 earlier, is here 
January 28. 

The Tribe then journeys into 
Kansas land where they will 
tackle St. Benedict’s and Pitts- 
burg in a week-end series Feb- 
ruary third and fourth.
